Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States.

Huynh et al discloses electrical components (10, 12) having terminals (14, 16), 
mounting portion (50, 52) having tips (22, 24), a circuit board (54), having bores(Fig 8) 
(re claims 8, 16) 

Re claim 9, a conductive pad (56)(Fig 8). 

Re claims 10, 12, 13, 14, see Fig 8 

Re claim 1 1 , see col. 5, lines 42-45. 

Re claim 15, a display unit (LED) see col. 4, lines 25-30
